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HECKLING THE PRESIDENT. 


Mrs. Ella L. Fried, described as a 
young lady of Pittsburg, 23 years old, 
who has been serving ac a speaker 
for the Citizen's Disarmament Com­ 
mittee, has been carrying on a corres­ 
pondence with President Harding re­ 
garding the coming 
Conference 
at 
Washington and has now decided to 
make the correspondence public. Mrs. 
Fried seems to be very 
dissatisfied 
with the way matters have been ar­ 
ranged so far and she thinks the coun­ 
try is beginning to feel hopeless re­ 
garding the Conference because 
of 
what the Administration has left un­ 
done and because of the vagueness of 
its plans, so far revealed to the public. 
She has communicated her criticisms 
to the president and has had a letter 
from him in reply; and, this reply 
being unsatisfactory to her, she has 
written to him again as follows and 
has given the letters to the newspa- 
pars: 
"I asked you what you meant by 
'reasonable limitation.’ 
You say you 
mean 'something practicable.’ That is 
exactly the same thing you said be­ 
fore, in other words. 
Synonyms are 
not definitions. 
“Permit me to ask you whether you 
consider a reduction of the world's 
military burdens by one-half season­ 
able or practicable? 
If every one of 
the nations at the conference agrees 
to reduce its armament one-half, their 
relative strength 
would remain as 
great as before. 
That is clear, I hope. 
“Then why not suggest one-half 
reduction 
When that has been done 
the women of the world will furnish 
you further suggestions as to what is 
reasonable and practicable." 
That is as far as the correspondence 
has gone, so far as we are aware; and, 
really, wo do not see why it should go 
any farther. 
The president of the 
United States is supposed to be a busy 
man with a great many highly import­ 
ant matters to attend to; and we do 
:lo not see why he should be expected 
to give any more time to discussing 
the coming Conference with 
young 
ladies in their early twenties, no mat- 
:er how confident these bright young 
ladies are of the superiority of their 
wisdom and the comprehensiveness of

LENINE’S CONFESSION. 
Undoubtedly Lenine, Russia’s pre­ 
f e r , is one of the most extraordinary 
men in the world. 
The Associated 
I? >ress carried an account of a recent 
peech of his which is really amazing, 
»* hough it is entirely characteristic of 
u lim. 
It is a perfectly frank confes- 
v ion that Communism has been defeat- 
d and that the Soviet Government 
, 
la s been compelled, in consequence, 
o go back in very large measure to 
*he methods of “capitalism." 


' “Our new economic policy, in sub­ 


stance, ’ says the Russian premier, 
“follows from the fact that we have 
suffered a strong defeat and 
have 
begun to carry out a stragetic 
re­ 
treat. 
. 
. 
Everybody sees what a 
sharp turn the Soviet powers and the 
Communist 
party 
have 
taken 
by 
adopting 
a 
new 
economic 
policy 
which in substance contains more of 
the old regime 
than 
our 
previous 
policy. 
. 
. 
Our economic policies 
failed to have their feet on the ground 
and did not create that raising of pro­ 
ductive powers which was recognized 
in the party program as fundamental 
and urgent. 
. 
. 
We recognized de- 
leat and retreated, and the retreat is 
continuing in many places at present, 
amid very unnecessary disorders." 
What other statesman or leader in 
the world could afford to confess to 
his followers in language like this the 
failure of the cause which he headed? 
What other leader could make such 
a confession and retain 
his 
place? 
Lenine makes this blunt declaration 
of the defeat of Bolshevism so far in 
order to convince his followers that it 
is necessary to make a further retreat 
to a “stronger base," and 
he says 
plainly that if this further retreat is 
not made, Bolshevism will be “defeat- 
en finally." 
How startling is the con­ 
trast between this and the political 
method generally practiced in the 
Western world where frankness like 
this would be instantly fatal! 
We are 
not sure that the “gloating" which is 
now being done by many writers in 
this and other countries think Lenine's 
confession is wise. 
It seems to us that 
it is a very impressive demonstration 
of the hold which that remarkable 
man has upon the Russian people. 


A THREE-IN-ONE NATION. 


While the number of European na­ 
tions has been greatly increased as 
a result of the World War, the num­ 
ber of American States has just suf­ 
fered a shrinkage. 
Three 
separate 
and independent States of Central 
America have joined together to form 
one nation. The three arepuatemala, 
Honduras and Ecuador, and the new 
nation born out of the 
welding of 
these is known as The Central Ameri­ 
can Federation. 
Undoubtedly the move is a 
good 
one, good for Central America, good 
for this whole hemisphere. 
The three 
peoples are of one race, one religion, 
and they speak a common language. 
They are really one people, and the 
boundary lines that separated them 
were purely arbitrary, and artificial 
divisions. 
As a unit they won their 
independence from Spain a century 
ago and it would have been better 
for them if they had remained a unit 
ever 
since. 
The jealousies 
which 
caused them to separate have 
now 
been overcome, and there is good rea­ 
son to believe that the union now es­ 
tablished, patterned after the 
fed­ 
eral system of the United States, will 
endure. 
It is not beyond the bounds of pos­ 
sibility that this American union of 
three states to make one state will 
give an impetus to European move­ 
ments having the same end in view. 
The muniicpality of small nations in 
Europe, as a result of the war is a 
condition which cannot endure. Some 
of these little independent European 
sovereignties must combine; 
others 
must cut themselves loose; and the 
sooner this is done the better. 
Cen­ 
tral America has set a fashion which 
Europe will de well to follow.

WOMEN ELIGIBLE 
TO BE DELEGATES 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
Oct. 31.— 
Women are eligible to election as 
district delegates or delegates-at- 
large to the constitutional conven­ 
tion, according to Charles U. Beck­ 
er, who so advised election offi­ 
cials in a circular letter covering 
several points in connection with 
the election of delegates. 
The let­ 
ter sets forth these points: 
Fifteen delegates-at-large are to 
be elected regardless of party lines. 
There is no limit to the number of 
candidates who may be nominated 
for delegates-at-large by petition. 
The fifteen receiving the highest 
number of votes will be declared 
elected. 
Each political party must name 
one delegate in each of the thirty- 
four 
senatorial 
districts 
of 
the 
state. 
Petitions 
for 
delegates-at-large 
may be filed not later than thirty 
days before the date of the elec­ 
tion. 
The petitions must contain 
not less than 5 per cent of the en­ 
tire vote for governor at the last 
election in the senatorial district 
in which the candidate resides. 
Signers of such petitions need 
not all reside in the senatorial dis­ 
trict of the candidate. 


MORE AII) INTENDED 
FOR WAR VETERANS 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31—Sweep­ 
ing recommendations designed to 
increase the efficiency of the vet­ 
erans’ bureau w*ere made in a re­ 
port published by the special sen­ 
ate committee which is investigat­ 
ing government activities for the 
relief of former service men. 
The report was the second com­ 
piled by the committee, which has 
not yet completed its task. 
The bureau should “broaden its 
interpretation and widen the scope 
of application of existing law*s,” the 
report said. 
Among specific recommendations 
w*ere: 
Appropriation of $16,400,000 
for 
hospitals; transfer of all govern­ 
ment hospitals, including soldiers’ 
homes not needed by the army or

Herrera, who has left represen- j 
tatives in Buenos Aires to perfect 
his plans here, said that lie hoped 
that the line would be in full opera-1 
tion in 1923.

KIEV, Oct. 31.—Banditry 
was 
widespread in the Ukraine long be* 
lore the recent 
wrecking of the 
fowl train at Jitim ir which resulted 
in the death of over 
IOO 
persons 
and completely destroyed 61 grain 
cars and two locomotives. 
There 
has been constant resistance to the 
shipment by the 
central 
govern­ 
ment of grain from the Ukraine. 
Ukrainian peasants have always 
resisted food levies and scattered 
organizations have sprung up every 
where to resist the taking of grain. 
One of these organizations is cal­ 
led “Sons of 
Offended 
Fathers.” 
Many former red 
army 
men arc 
participating in the work of 
the 
gangs which are pledged to make 
the Soviet government all iiossible 
trouble in collecting grain tax. 
The wrecked grain was ostensib 
ly for workmen in the Donetz Ba 
sin coal mines, and many 
of the 
men killed in 
the disaster were 
members of 
labor 
organizations 
which, are endeavoring 
to 
supply 
the miners with the food necessary 
t<t restore coal production 
in 
the 
Don area. 
Banditry is also reported to 
be 
ram pant in .the Crimea, where the 
Bolshevist control is less effective 
than in sections 
nearer 
Moscow. 
Famine conditions also prevail 
in 
the Crimea, which has been com­ 
pletely devastated by various wars 
and domestic strife.

An energetic search for tie* miss 
ing was mad** yesterday, hut the 
work was necessarily slow because 
I of the difficulties in clearing away 
tile wreckage in the sea of mud 
and water. 
It is considered doubt 
ful if the bodies of some of the 
, missing will ever he recovered, as 
they are believed to have been 
washed into the muddy waters oi 
I Howe Sound. 
Manager J, Donahue of the Brit­ 
annia Mines last night described 
the efforts made by those on duty 
j at the mines proper, three miles 
, back from the beach, to warn the 
j residents of the danger. When the 
railway fill which caused the ac- 
I cumulat ion of w ater in the hills 
«gave way and released a roaring 
torrent into the creek, a warning 
| of the disaster was sent over the 
private* telephone lim* of the mines. 
I This message was received by Miss 
i Ellen Patterson, telephone opera­ 
to r on duly at the company plant
